SPARKS FROM M ARK : 

This past year or so in my travels I have been 
to several parishes St. Thomas the Apostles 
in Minneapolis, Minnesota and All Queens in 
St. Louis, Missouri, where they offered a 
Children’s Liturgy of the Word during the 
Sunday Celebration of the Eucharist. I was 
touched by the number of the children that 
eagerly came forward to participate in their 
own Liturgy of the Word and then they return 
to the assembly for the Preparation of the 
Gifts and the rest of their Liturgy. I was 
sharing this experience with cur parish staff 
the last several months and we decided to 
give it a try. 

The Children Liturgy of the Word 
is described in the Directory for Masses with 
Children which was prepared by the Sacred 



Congregation for Divine Worship and 
approved and confirmed by Paul VI, in 1973. 
Mary Catherine Berglund in her Book Gather 
the Children shares the advantages of having 
a Children’s Liturgy of the Word as part of 
the Sunday Celebration of the Euchahtist. 
The advantages are that Children hear God’s 
word with far greater meaning when its 
proclamation and explanation are designed 
especially for them. They experienced the 
loving concern of a community which 
responds to their special needs, their parents, 
in fact, the entire adult assembly is free to 
participate in the liturgy of the Word without 
the distraction of Children. 

We will begin having a Children’s 
Liturgy of the Word beginning with Second 
Sunday of Advent and hopefully continue 
throughout the year at the 8:00 a.m. Liturgy. 
The Children’s Liturgy of the Word would be 
for those three year olds and up to those who 
are in third Grade.
